Railways And Military Targets In 
Berlin Attacked By Soviet Airmen 


INCREASED RUSSIAN. AIR ACTIVITY, ESPECIALLY. OVER 


THE FINNISH FRONT, a Finnish communique attributes this to the transfer of air- 
craft from the threatened Estonian bases, says Reuter. 


A considerable transport by sea of men and material is reported in the Guit of 
Finland from Estonian ports which the Finns believe indicates the Russians are re- 
moving to other spheres where they are to be more useful, men and material whose ° 
retreat by land has been cut off by the Germans. 


It is expected that the Rus- 
sians will leave “Tobruk” gar- 
risons at Estonian naval bases 
and continue guerilla tactics 
in the remainder of the 


country. 

The Finnish attack on Sortavala 
is reported to be progressing. The 
attackers are seeking a weak point 
in the defences. 

On 'the'‘remainder of the Finnish 
front there is nothing to report 
except the usual’ artillery sniping 
at ‘Hanoe wiiere ‘the garrison has 
probably -been ° strengthened by 
arrivals from Estonia.

In an address on the need for mothereraft teaching In schools, 
MISS IL. M. M. SIMMONS, Public Aralth Matron, Singapore, emphasis. 
ed to the members of the Singapore Teachers’ Association recently, 
that it was necessary to equip children for their duties and responsi ~- 


bilities in their future Hfe, 


“Advantage should be taken dur. 
Ing their schoul life to teach them 
‘the children? something of a 
subject which is so interesting to 
girls, and so vital to the individual 
and the State,” she said. 

Miss Simmons’ address on this 
pojnt, inter alla, was as followa:— 

“I have reached a point which I 
hope will interest you as teachers 
—that is the need for mothercraft 
teaching in schools, in this coun- 
try. 

“What is the gbject-of educating 
children? Is it .not in order to 
equip them for the duties and re- 
Sponsibilities of their future life? 

“Should a girl be allowed to 
leave school ignorant of the most. 
important duties which will even- 
tually devolve upon her? 

“Advantage should be taken dur- 
ing thelr school-life to teach them 
something of a subject which is sa 
interesting to girls, and so vital ta 
the individual and the State. 


TEACHING IN ENGLAND 


“Teaching of mothercraft in ele- 
mentary schools began in the 
North of England, Leeds, in 1914, 
Where a day-nursery was opened 
under the control of a volub ary 
committee, and superintended by 
a trained ‘nurse, 

“The nursery. grew so rap! aly 


that others were soon opened, atid! 


with the approval. of the. education 
authorities, lessons in practical 
mothercraft were ‘given to_ senior 
s@irls attending the elementary 


Ing, but nevertheless has a very 
definite range of its own and 
Should be taught by a teacher who 
has very special knowledge and ex- 
perience.

PRICE OF RICE 


The Editor, H.K. Daily Press 


A perusal of the kice Policy as 
officially disclosed by the Govern- 
ment Rice Monopoly reveals 
several interesting | points. To 
Tame a few:— 


1. The Rice Monopoly is not 
concerned if the prices of rice are 
beyond the means of a section of 
the population, 


2 The prevailing price of rice 
is governed by several factors, the 
most important of which is the 
cost of replacement, which is 
beyond the contro] of the Mono- 
poly. 

8. Overhead 
charges are, of 
|charge on the 
Monopoly. 


4. The cost of holding a pres- 
eribed stock for emergency—that 
is interest and storage—js aiso a 
direct charge on the income of 
the Monopoly, 


5. The “value of deterioration 
of the emergency stock Js also a 
direct charge on the income of 
the Monopoly, 


6, At the end of the war, the 
stock remaining on hand would be 
disposed of at a loss. This loss 
is to be “avoided” by gradually 
writing off the estimated value. 
In other words, this “ultimate 
loss” 1s also a direct charge on 
the tncome of the Monopoly. 


It would appear from the above 
facts that the retat! price of rice 
could be computed thus— 

Buying price 

Plus transportation and 
ance charges, 


‘plus storage and handling cost 
in Hongkong, 


plus overhead’ 
terest, 


plus dealers’ expenses and cost, 

plus differences between buying 
price and estimated cost of re- 
placement, 


plus estimated value of “ultimate 
loss,” 

Plus cost of mixing rice and loss 
caused by the mixing process. 

No wonder -the Price of rice !s 
so High! 

Now just what is “cost ‘of re- 
placement?” In simple words, if 
the price of a certain grade of 
rice were $12 per picul at the time 
the stock prevailing was taken 
over by the Monopoly. the price 
fixed by the Monopoly would , be 
$15 per pleul, if, in the opinion 
of the Monopoly the buying Cost 
Including transportation increase 
would be $3 per picul. 

Presumably this was what hap- 
pened when the price of rice sud- 
denly made a great leap imme- 
diately after the establishment 
of the Rice Monopoly. In other 
words, instead of selling the rice 
to the public at the price asked 
by the dealers the Monopoly add- 
ed a certain percentage because, 
with the information at hand, the 
Monopoly thought the huying cost 
in the near future would increase 
by that much. If so, then the 
establishment of the Monopoly 
added so much to the selling price 
without actually increasing the 
then prevailing stock, Is this 
what the Council had in mind 
when the Government was au- 
thorised to crerte the Rice Mono- 
poly? 

Then why should the poorer of 
the population, for by «far they 
form the larger portion’ of the 
rice consumirig public, -be asked 
to shoulder the cost of. ‘holding 
the emergency stock: and to make 
good the losses caused by de- 
terloration during storage?

Declaring that the exaggerated German claims of suc- 
cesses in Russia could only be explained by assuming 


that the mind of the German

gerous state as to need a strong sedative, MAJOR LEWIS 


HASTINGS, B.B.C. military commentator, 


examined the 


military situation on the Eastern Front and disproved the 
German reports owing to their lack of facts, when he 
broadcast from London on Saturday. 


Major Hastings said that 
during last. week no territor- 
jal advance of any impor- 
tance had been made by the 
Germans, despite their: leng- 
thy communiques which at- 
tempted to show that the 
German army was making 
triumphant progress. 

REACTION IN GERMANY 

“You will remember the cele- 
brated German statement in mid- 
July that the interior of the 
Soviet Union now lies open to the 
Germans,” sald Major Hastings. 
“If the Germans could have ex- 
aggerated the tonnage they were 


; supposed to*have destroyed dur- 


ing an attack on an Atlantic 
convoy by, 350 per cent, it was 
nothing for them to claim that in 
the ¢ourse of six weeks the whole 
of the Russian forces have been 
annihilated 
“The minds of the German 
people must be in a dangerous 
state to have needed such a 
sedative,” continued Major 
Hastings. “There is bound to 
te reaction and, according to 
neutral sources, it is already 
discernible in Germany, 
“Questions are being asked how 


it js that the Russian armies, 


tanks have played a minor part, 
while infantry have been engaged 
on ‘both sides in large numbers.

Hundreds of leading phys.clans 
from the United States and Cana- 
da, attending the annual meeting | 
of the American Society for Clinl- 
cal Investigation, beard Dr. Mar- 
tin H. Dawson, Associate Professor 
of Medicine at the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, Columbia 
University. New York City, report 
on the new germ-killer. 

Associated with Professor Daw- 
son tn this work, which physicjans 
hailed as opening a new chapter 
in the fight of medical science 
against bacterial infections caused 
by the vast. host of deadly micro- 
organisms known as gTam-positive | 
bacteria, were Dr. Gladys L. Hobby.’

“EXTREMELY ACTIVE” 

Recent experiments have shown 
Professor Dawson reported, that 
pentcillin in “extremely active” in 
a dilutfon of one to 500,000. 
Mice infected intraperitoneally 
(through injection of bacteria 
directly into the peritoneum) 
with a highly virulent strain 
of hemolytic {blood  destroy- 
ing) streptococci in amounts up to 
two cubic centimetres of whole 
culture, containing from 50,000,000 
to 100,000,000 organisms, were pro- 
tected with qa dose of about 7 mil- 
ligrams of a “soluble, impure pre- 
paration,” given subscutaneously, 
Control animal receiving the same 
bacteria in dilutions of one part 
in 10,000,000, Dr. Dawson reported, 
died within 48 hours. 

“In further experiments,” Dr. 
Dawson reported, “It has been 
shown the penicillin Is effective 
intravenously and Intraperitoneally 
as well as subcutaneously. Ani- 
mals have also been treated suc- 
cessfully a, long as elght hours 
after infection Experiments on 
oral administration are as yet in- 
complete.” 

Penicillin, Professor Dawson re- 
| Ported, has been administered to 


' tour patients suffering from that: 


deadly form of bacterial heart 
disease known as sub-acute bac- 
terlal endocarditis. “Sufficient 
materla] was not avaliable for 
adequate therapy in these cages,” 
he said. “However,” he added, 
no serious toxic effects were ob- 
served.” 

“It would’ appear,” Professor 
Dawson concluded, “that penicillin 
is a chemotherapeutic agent of 
great potential significance. Pen'- 
cillin, probably represents a new 
class of chemotherapeutic agents 
which may prove as useful, or 
even more useful, than the sul- 
fanamides.” 

It was originally observed by 
Fleming jin 1929, Dr. Dawson told 
the physictans, that staphylococci 
failed to grow on plates in the 
neighbourhood of a colony of 
penicildum mold. 

In 1940 Dr. Rene J. Dubos 
startled the scientific word with 
announcement that he had ex- 
tracted from a special strain of 
soll bacteria as chemical substance 
he named gramicidin that had 
proved the most powerful mjcrobe- 
killer until then known to man. 
Unfortunately, gramicidin was 
found to be highly toxic to ani- 
mals as well as to bacterla. 


SUCCESSFUL TREATMENT 

At the meeting there were pre- 
sented two reports, from the Mayo 
Clunic, Rochester, Minnesota, and 
from the Massachusetts Memorial 
Hospital, Boston, respectively, an- 
nouncing studies on the grami- 
cidin that have made it possible 
tu apply it successfully in a num. 
ber of human infections that had 
not responded to any other treat- 
ment, 

Dr. Wallace E, Herreli and Dr. 
Dorothy Hellman of the Mayn 
Clinic, set out to determine, by 
methods of tissue culture the 
manner in which gramicidin pro- 
duced Its toxic effects on animals, 
They found that along with its 
powerful bactericidal action it also 
Possessed the power to break down 
red blood cells by the process call- 
ed hemolysis, That at once in- 
dicated that the chemical might 
Be used safely in local. infections 
where {t wag not‘ necessary to in- 
troduce it in the. blood stream,

BELEM, Braztl.—-A diamond rush 
has brought the “wild west” Into 
Brazil] and is causing headaches 
among the officials of the dis- 
trict of Maraba, who are finding 
it Impossible to collect taxes irom 
the thousands of persons who 
flocked to the Tocantins 
where diamonds have been dis- 
covered. Because the taxes can 
not he collected, Maraba’s budget 
has gone on the rocks and civil 
servants have not ween pald tu 
months. They are sald to be con- 
sidering joining the legions of 
diamond hunters. 

The diamond rush started when 
two tropical tramps arrived in 
Belem with the tale that they 
had found a vast deposit of dla- 
monds on the banks of the Tocan- 
tins river and produced a few un- 
cut stones, 

Immediately people from every 
Corner of Brazi) bogan to invade 
Maraba and practically the whole 
population of the district rushed 
to the new El Dorado. They left 
behind their cattle and small 
businesses and quit paying taxes. 
During the last few months the 
collectors of taxes and revenue in 
Maraba have heen unable to col- 
lect a cent, mainly because it Is 
considered too dangerous to invade 
the huge, ‘and lawless diamond 
camps which ‘have spring up along 
the Tocantins rivet, 

RIGHT BANK SHUNNED 

Rough huts and barracks have 
been thrown up along the left 
bank of the river, the right bank 
being shunned because of several 
savage Indian tr'bes which have 
their villages there.

Dusting with arsenate of lead 
and hydrated lime is the most 
widely recommended remedy for 
the velvety green caterpillar, also 
known as the imported cabbage 
worm, which feeds on cabbages 
and caulifiowers, eating large 
circular holes in the leaves and 
at times boring into the centre of 
the plants. 

One part of the poison, states 
Alan G. Dustan, Division of 
Entomology, Dominion Department 
of Agriculture, should be mixed 
with eight parts of hydrated lime 
and dusted on the plants in the 
early morning or late evening 
when the leaves are wet with dew.
